San FitANCisco, Dec. 21.— General Agenk- 
Center of tho Pacific Mail steamship com- 
pany has denied tho rumor that Chinese 
crews on the steamers running between here 
and the Oi ieiit were to be replaced by 
white crews. Under tho now mail con- 
tracts it was required that veasela carrying 
mails should have crews during the first 
two years, one-fourth of which must bo 
American citizens ; (or the next three years 
one-thiid of the crew must be American 
citizens, and for tho remaining five years 
one-half of tho crew must be citizens of this 
country. At present there was a greater 
percentage of American citizens than one- 
quarter on the China steamers, so that the . 
law would be fully complied with on the-.; 
first of the year without any changes.

A reward was offered for his 
apprehension and search pirties were sont 
out, but no trace of Mr. I'ullerton could be 
fouud, until today, when Mr. Fortune 
found his dead body in a gulch about two 
unle's cast of Kandoops.

Big Bar Lake is located about 2'2 miles 
west of Clinton. It is just three miles long, 
and a quarter of u mild wide. Ou tho cast, 
side of the lake it is thickly timbered with 
pine, and in the distmce can distinctly be 
seen the Clinton range of mountains. The 
west aide of the lake is principally open 
land. At tho upper end of the hike is a 
niouud, a'ld from th's you cm view one end 
of tho lake to another. What a noble course 
for a boat race ! On this hike the ducks 
and geese swim iu goodly numbers in season.

The City Counoll Meet and Discuss the Val- 
Mtjpi ApitealB Against the Compl|ite< 
ness'ofthe Voters' List". < ' - 

Vesterday Bfternor>n the City Council met 
in their committee room at tho Oity Hall to 
consider eleven applications for admission 
to tho voters' list for tho municipality. 
There wero present tho Mayor . and Alder- 
men Smith, McKillioan, Munn, Bobcrtson, 
and Renouf.-' -Thftl- Cily- ■ CleHci- Assistant 
City Clerk and Assessor were' 'also, present 
to give all information concerning the 
reason why the parties complaining were 
not added to the list. 

The first application considered was that 
of T. McNabh Jones and John Jones, trad- 
ing as Jones Bros. Tho books showed that 
the firm had not yet paid their half-yearly 
license, and the application was refused ou 
this ground. 

T. McNabl) Junes further applied for od- 
mission to tho voters' list lis the owner of 
Lot 1,054. Tho Council, however, de- 
manded the production of tho conveyance 
before admitting his claim, and declared 
that if ho could produce the document his 
name would be added to the list, 

Mrs. I. Jones claimed admission as the 
owner of part of lot 1,054. She had not 
been asses.'ed for tho property, but on it 
being ascertained that she was really the 
owner her name was added. 

The Mayor said that he could not under- 
stand why people purcha.sing real estate in 
the city had not enough interest in the pro- 
perty thny had bought to go to the city 
clerk's office ond make notitication of the 
same. He had contended for a long time 
that this should be compulsory. He be- 
lieved that rules should be formulated not 
only to bring this about, bat als^' to enable 
every man who owned 'real^'iss'tate up to the 
end of the year to ekeiroiso ' 'His right of 
fr'ancliise.

A Launch for Cliristmas Eve— Bl(;

Along the watkr kront, Deo.' 21. 

The steamer George B. Sturr oame over 
from the Sound, in place of the Victorian, 
this morning, the new boat having mot with 
another accident, yesterday morning. Wliile 
on her way from Tucotna to Seattle, two of 
the steamer's propeller blades dropped olT, 
To - morrow ■ morning, no boat will 
como over from the Sound, as the City of 
Kinfjaton will carry all freight and mails. 

Stean'ier Chinook brought in a full load of 
apples, potatoes and other vegetables, this 
' morning, fiom Roche Harbor. 

Bark City of Carlisle will shift from R.r. 
Bithet's inner wharf to "!tho"'"outor' wharf, 
Wednesday morning, and' will •there- take 
on 11,000 cases of salmon. She will then 
leave for Ea^uimalt harbor, jwhers. fiho'iwill 
rebeive 400 tons ot condemned naval stores. 
The reinuiiider of tho cargo will likely consist 
of v/heat, aa tho salmon is uhout all shipped, 

Str. Michigan arrived in this morning, 
at 7 o'clock, from Portliuid with a heavy 
freight for tliia port. lb conaieta of two 
carloads of gruin for the Bruckman & Ker 
Co., which wua dlsclmrged at tho Outer 
whnrf, a carload of brandy for Bourcherat 
& Co, and four carloads of gtnural iner- 
chaadise, which was landed at Turner, 
Beeton & Co.'b whurf. The Michigan left 
for Bellinpham Bay ports, for which she 
also has a large freight. 

Str. Maude returned to port, this morn- 
ing, with 174 tons of coal for tho C. I'.N. 
Co. During the time slio has been on the 
Fraaer rivnr she put 11,000 cases of salmon 
into the ship Tiiauia at New Weatminster.

Steamer Isabel took on a quantity of 
machinery for the Union mines, Comox, to- 
day.'. 

The holiday turkeys and geese arc already 
arriving from Eastern Canada ; the steamer 
brought in three'oarloada on : Sunday night. 

The staunch and ^ trim ; littlej, . schooner 
which has been built for'- ihe -owtier'of the. 
shipyard, win be launched . from Turpel's 
ways on Christmas e've.,'with inore'th'an 
the usual honors. 

Captain Grant's schooners, the Aionoko 
and tho Beatrice, were returned to the 
water, ship shape, tliis morning, and the 
Annie E. Point will take theiri place at 
Turpel's ways to-morrow. 

The old clipper ship Titania, which still 
carries the broom at her masthead, will not, 
unless trade improves, return to British 
Columbia, next year. Indeed, there ia a 
strong prnppect of her going out of tho 
service of the company. She is now about 
loaded at New Westminster, and will sail 
direct for the old country in a few days, 
calling at Victoria on her way to sea. 
• The old reliable Barbara Boscowitz is 
receiving her »rniial ovcrhnuling and taking 
a well-deserved ftst. Nothing lias yet been 
done in the direction of securing a new and 
more elegant steunier to shuro the business 
of tho route with her, hut it is understood 
that the owners of tho Boscowitz arc look- 
ing out for such a boat. 

The Upton line's lucky steamer, the Zam- 
besi, went up to Nanaimo, last evening, to 
coal, and will sail for all Asiatic porta, pro- 
bably to-morrow. 

H.M.S. Champion and Pheasant returned 
from the Mainland, with their new crews, 
to-day, and the Pheasant will go into dock 
as soon as the Danube comes out. V ' 

Eight thousand, three ^hundred" dollars 
was the pay roll of the men working on the 
pontoons, and in other ways; preparing for 
raising the San Pedro, which was made up 
thia ninrning. It represents two week's 
wages for between 150 and 200 men, and 
shows how gigantic ia tho work which 
Captain Whileiuw has upon his hands. Tho 
intention is, when the big collier is lifted, 
to keep her close inshore, while she is being 
towed around to Esquimalt.

SUPREME COURT-DlYISIONAIi 
COURT. 

(Before tho Chief Justice and Mr. Jastice' 
Crease.) 

Edmonds and others (plaintifTs and re- 
spondents), vs. Walter (owner) and Ti«rnan 
(contractor), defendants, .. .. 

This was an appeal under. the v Mecliau'ics'' 
Lien Act from an order of Mr. Justice Mo- 
Creight, ccndrniing a report of the district 
registrar in lavor of certain of tho 
pill in tiffa who claimed a lien on the land of the 
defendant Walter. Tho defendant Walter 
appealed, as against all the suooeBsful claim- 
anls. Mr. Taylor for tho appellant, Mr. C. 
Wdson for the respondents. Giving judg- 
ment, His Lordship, tlie Chief Justice, said: 

In this case we do not think it proper to 
vary the order of the learned judge in favor 
of tho other respondents. But, as to Mr. 
Edmonds' claim for a lien on Walter's land, 
wo do not think that it can ho maintained. 
Mr. Edmonds had supplied 'Tiernan, the 
contractor, witli lunihor to tho valuj of 
about SI, 100 ; and on the lOth of Septom- 
her he took fiom Tiernan his promiesory 
note for that amount, at ',iO days dute, 
which ho iiiiinedialely discounted. Tiernan. 
failed to meet tho ncilo when duo, and Ed- 
monds hiid to take it up himself ; but we 
think his lien on Walter's land was extin- 
guiohcd, at all events when he ne- 
gotiated the note, and cannot be 
revived. In Horncastle vs. Earran, 
3 B and Aid 497. and Baring vs. 
Poyniz, i B and Aid CCSt, the taking and 
negotiating a notu destroyed tlio lien to 
which tho payee would othuru'iee have been 
entitled, though the note was afterwards 
dishonored by tho maker. And though in • 
the events which have happened, EdmoaJ? 
could, after dishonor, have sued Titruan, 
not only on the note, but on tho original 
C9nBideration, which would thus be in a 
manner revived ; yet it does not appear ta 
us that all the incidents of tho origmal con- 
sideration, including Edmund's riglits there- 
under, against third parties, ; revive^'-, ulso. 
In the cases above cited, witHout^^'dqiibt, 
the disappointed holders of the notes could , . 
after dishonor, have sued on tho original 
consideration ; and yet they were held to 
have lost their lien, though upon goods, 
once their own, and still in the possession 
of their debtors ; and the present is a much 
stronger case against tho revival of the lien; 
For whereas all other lions are based, either 
upon contract fulfilled on one side and not 
fulfilled on the other, or upon possession 
or both, and upon some equity founded 
thereon, this lien is a mere mat- 
ter of positive law and quite inelastic. 
Here Edmonds had never contracted with 
the land owner (Walter), in respect of 
either the land or lumber. In Grant vs. 
Mills, (2 V. & B., 306), the unpaid vendor 
of land was held not to have lost his lien, 
although he had taken a bill, accepted by 
a tiiira party as guarantor ; but he had not 
apparently negotiated the bill, and, in that 
cose, as in all other cases, except under 
thes^'Statutes, tho lien was sought to be 
enforced by the claimant over property once 
Kia own, and still in the po.!!scssion of his 
debtor, who had never fulfilled liin part of 
the contract. Moreover, in such a case as 
the present, the material nmn huu had the 
use of the whole price of his materials, 
during the currency of the note, which 
might, in some cases, be a sufBcient induce- 
ment to him to waive his lien. . 

We think, therefore, that, so far as Mr; 
Edmonds is concerned, and to the extent of 
the note, (i.e. $1,100), the appeal should be 
allowed, and in other respects dismissed.' 
As tho appeal has thus', partly failed and 
partly succeeded, and, as we proceed en- 
tirely upon a point not taken in the Court 
below, we tliink each party should bear bis . 
own costs of the appeal. 

Mr. Justice Crease concurred.

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A LOYAL LETTER. 

It is quite evident, tltat tlie Hon. Oliver 
Mowut, Leader of tho Ontario Liberals, is 
ill at caso. It is very clear that he is nfruid 
thut tho position which ho and tho Liberals 
of hia province generally have taken on the 
reciprocity question will be misunderstood. 
Tho cause of his nervousness is not f.ir to 
seek. The recent utterances of Mr. Laurier, 
the presumed Leader of the Liberal Pur ty 
■of the Dominion, and tho leadinc; articles of 
the Globe, commonly supposed to bo tlio 
organ of thut party, aro calculated to lead 
careful obaervera to the conclusion tluit 
Liberals aro not averse to political union 
vith i;tbe.;,nnited States if it is found that 
free trade with that country can be hud on 
Tio other terms. It is more than probable 
that Mr. Mowat regards with dismay and 
(liuploagure the Fqnivocal utterances of both 
the leading politician and the leading news- 
paper of his party, and in order that tho 
world may know that he dpes not stand 
•committed to what the osteniibie mouth 
pieces of the Liberal Party haye said qin the 
subject of trade and other relations with the 
United States, he liaa lately written two 
open letters, ono to Dr. McKiiy, his fellow 
repreaentativo for North Oxford in the 
Provincial Assembly, and the other 
to the H<n. Alexander- McKeozio, 
-ex-premier of . the Dominion and. 
ex-lcoder of the Liberals. The letter to Dr. 
McKay wo noticed some time ago; the letter 
to Mr. McICenzie, which is much longer 
and moro comprehensive, appears in the 
Toronto Globo of the 14th inst. In this 
■ letter Mr. Mowat endeavors to show exactly 
where ho and his party stand, both'witli 
regard to reciprocal free trade with the 
United States and connection with Great 
Britain. It is needless to say that Mr. 
Mowat is sincerely loyal to the Mother 
Country.. In defining his position ho doo) 
not use high-flown but ambiguous language. 
He expresses himself in clear and nervous 
£nf;1ish which it is impossible to misunder- 
stand. Ho is in favor of unrestricted re- 
ciprocity, it is true, but lie will not have 
unrestricted or any otlier kind of recipro- 
city if tho price asked for it is hia ullegianco 
to hia Sovereign. Speaking of the stand 
taken by the Liberals dt the last general 
election, he says : — 

*' Canadiana generally are proud of their 
■atatua as British subjects, and did not want 
unrestricted reciprocity if it was to involve 
a change in their nationality, or c nild only 
■be obtained on terms to which they could 
not honorably agree. They did not want it 
at the expeuae of handing over to another 
nation this grand Uominioii, so extonsivc in 
territory, sy mighty iu resources, and with 
such grand natui'al prospects in the future. 
They did not want it if to obtain it or keep 
it we had to cease to be lirilish subjects, 
find also to uliamlon our aspirations for an 
independent Gmiad i on Canada ceasing to 
be part ot the British Kmpire." 

"For myself," he continues, " I accepted 
these views as regards both British connec- 
tion and unresttiuted reciprocity, and when 
asked by the Dominion leaders to join with 
others in active work for the party at tho 
last general election, as I had done at all 
previous Dominion elections since I re- 
turned to public life, I did so very heartily." 

If this clear and emphatic declaration of 
principles and intentions is compared with 
the hazy affd indefinite ntteriiDcea of Mr. 
Laurier at the Boston banquet, it will, we 
think, not ho dillicult to see wliy it is that 
Mr. Mowat finds it necoaaary to let the 
people of Ontario know that ho is still true 
to the old flag, and that ho does not con- 
template swapping his allegiance for trade 
advantages of any kind. 

But when wo read Mr. Mowat'a honest 
decIar;i.tion wo are forced to conclude that 
he, able as ho is, is iieitfier so wary nor so 
■clear-sighted as his friend and fellow Liber- 
al, Mr. Blake. The annexationist plotters 
wore able to pull tho wool over his eyes. 
They succeeded in convincing him that un- 
restricted reciprocity did not mean annexa- 
tion and was not intended to lead to an- 
nexation. Mr. Mowat did not sec through 
tho " musk " which the leading spirits of 
the ogitution wore, and consequently was 
inveigled into giving them his countenance 
.and assistance. Mr. Bhiko was not 
-deceived. Ho saw tho inevitable 
tendency of tho Liberal policy, and, 
most prob.ibly, tlironyli the designs 
of those who devised it. Ho consrquently 
took no part in the contest, bnt he did not 
toll the people what he believed was the 
issue uutil it was over and tho plottcis 
foiled. This was his great mistake, a mis- 
take which tho country will not soon forget, 
.or roidily forgive. 

Mr. Mowat cuy.s that the Liberalci would 
not do what i.s (liabouorable to obtain un- 
restricted reciprocity. It is now universally 
admitted that diucriminatioa in trade 
against Great Britain is a necessary condi- 
tion of imrestrictcd reciprocity. We won- 
der if Mr. Mowat considers that it would 
bo honorable in Canadians, while Ihoy aro 
under Groat Britain's protection and aro 
enjoying tho many and great advantoges 
which that protection secures to them, to 
enter into a trudu agreement by which tlie 
United States would be favored at tho ex- 
pense of tho Mother Country. Does he con- 
aider that conduct which, in an individual, 
ivould be mean and ungrateful, can, in ' a 



community, bo dutiful and honorable ? 
The neighbor who returns ovil for 
good, injuries for favors, is regarded 
OS a contemptible cur, and there are no 
words in the language ' strong enough to 
characterize tho child who would act iu that 
way while under the protection of a kind 
and considerate parent. As Mr. Mowat 
says iu hia letter, that it ia "aentiiiieut 
which, in a thousand waya, rules tho 
world," he must, see that such conduct on 
the part of Canadians would be the revorao 
of honorable. 

As may roadilj' bo imagined, tho Toronto 
Globe does not like Mr. Mowut's loyal le*;- 
;ter. It comments upon that letter in an 
aVtiole two columns long, in almost every 
sentence of which its annoyance and ill- 
humor are plainly visible. It snarls and 
snaps and growls and has evidently much 
difiioulty in keeping within the bounds of 
journalistic civility. - But it dare not de- 
nounce tho Liberal Premier of Ontario. 
Tho Globe cannot afford to treat Mr. Mowut 
with open incivility. Tho faith of tho Lib- 
erals of Ontario in Oliver Mowat is deeper 
and stronger than it ia ii. tho Toronto Globe, 
so tho organ ib couipellod to put a curb on 
itself. It, however, qnejitions the sound- 
ness of many of Mr. .Mowat's convictions 
and tho accuracy of some of hia observations. 

At the outset-, the Globe aneeringly re- 
minds Mr. Mowat that unrestricted reci- 
procity neccfaarily inipliea discrimination 
against Great Britain, and thut in accepting 
the one ho committed himself to the other. 
It says: " Mr. Mowat now declares that 
he is in favor of unrnstrioted reciprocity. 
Wo infer that ho countenances discrimina- 
tion against British goods, without which 
it cannot be obtained." Here, it will bo ob- 
served, tho Globe lifts the mask a little, but 
still far enough for the sharp-sighted '; ob- 
server to see quite plainly that annexation 
lies only half hidden by discrimination. 
During tho last election campaign the mask 
was kept tied cloaely down, and the unfor- 
tunate Consurvaiive who asserted that dis- 
crimination was concealed behind unrestrict- 
ed reciprocity was. treated to a' highly-sea- 
soned dish of abuse. But now, tho Toronto 
Globe, when it wants to place Mr. Mowat 
in what it considers a false position, un- 
hesitat ingly airirnis that unrestricted recipro- 
city cannot bo obtained without discrimina- 
tion against British goods. Tiie Globe does 
not like what Mr. Mowat saya about tho 
tone and tendency of its articles, and makes 
an explanation, which any one can ace is 
painfully lame. It believes that what the 
Liberal Leader says about the hatred of 
the British nation exhibited by Americans 
is not correct. It questions tho soundness 
of his conclusions as to tho tendency and 
object of the MoKinley tariflf. 

The Globe does not approve of what Mr. 
Mowat says about the superiority of the 
Canadian Cabinet system over that of the 
United i^tates. It believed that he underesti- 
nutes the numbers and the inflacnco of the 
annexationists in Canada; it takes excep- 
tion to what ho says, about the strength of 
sentiment, and the- part it plays in the 
management of tho afTiira of nations, and 
it disagrees with him in tola as to what is 
tho fundamental duty of a colony. 

It is easy to see that tho Ontario Premier 
is too loyal, too caodiil and too o'ltspokcn 
generally, to please tho Toronto Globs and 
its clique of insptrcrs, bub we are greatly 
mistaken if Mr. Mowat does not moro 
faithfully voice the eentinicnts and the opi- 
nions of the people of Canada, than does 
the organ of the Liberal Party^

A Mall Clnd IIIxliblQder. 

San Francisco, Deo. 20.— For the past 
week or so a band of Chinese highbinders 
h'lro been hanging around Chinatown alleys, 
evidently prepared when the time should 
•ome to take a ban.l in the expected battles 
between the local highbinders. They hnve 
repeatedly been stood up by <he police and 
searched for weapons, but none were found 
on them. One of them, however, when 
first searched, wore a coat of mail, but, as 
there is no ordinance against the wearing 
of such armor, he was allowed to tjo. Last 
night, the watch for this special warrior 
WHS kept, and on Stockton street, near 
Pacific, ho and a companion were met and 
taken to the city prison. 

Wong Chee, when searched, had on 
armor, which consists of a, close-fitting 
jacket of steel links, closely interwoven to 
double thickness and capable of turning any 
fiized calibre pistol bullet. ' Indeed, Sergt. 
B'^rke states that this particular suit has 
been tested to resist even a rifle ball. Of 
course, Chee "no sabed" anything as to 
why he wore the armor, as did his fellow 
priioner, Wah Chuck. No weapons could 
bo found on either prisoner, who could only, 
/'therefore, bo charged with vagrancy on 
peiieral principles. As a matter of curio- 
nity Cheo's armor was placed on tho scales 
at dio city prison and weighed juat 22 
pounds, quite a load for even such a stal- 
wart highbinder as Chee to pack around. 

' liquor Trndc In Alaska. 

Port TowNSEND, Deo. 19.— One peculiar- 
ity about tho people of Alaska is that, not- 
withstanding tho government entirely pro- 
hibits the importation of spirituous liquors 
into that teiritory, it does not prevent 
liquors from being shipped up there.

— Assistant- 
Secretary of State Wharton says he has not 
bion advised as to the intention of the 
Italian govftrnment to resume active diplo- 
matic relations with the United States, by 
appointing a minister to succeed Fava, 
recalled. It is learned that when Italy 
takes tho iuitiAtivo, tho leave of absence 
granted Porter, United Slates minister to 
Italy, will expire, and he will reamne his 
post at Rome, from which he has been ab- 
sent since the recall of Fava. 

Ribnt Wonldn't See the Accnt. 

Paris, Dec. 19. — Prince Ferdinand sent 
an agent to see M. Ribot, niinister of 
foreign affairs, obout tho expulsion of tho 
French journalists and alleged Russian 
agent, Chadouine, from Bulgaria. M. 
Ribot refused to see the agent. This is re- 
garded ,as an evidence that Ferdinand 'does 
not altogether agree with the decision of M. 
Stambouloufl', who has shown no disposition 
to yield hi any 'degree t» France.: - 

AuHtriiin IHlKSlouiirles In Chntua. 

C.'iRO, Dec. 19. — Father Ohrwalder, who 
recently escaped from tho Mahdi, states 
that the captives at Omdurman aro nine- 
teen Greeks and eight Syrians, two Aus- 
triaiis and eight Jews. The two Austrians 
are missionaries, taken prisoners at the time 
Khartoum fell. Owing to their refusal to 
comply with the Mohammedan faith, the 
two missionaries are loaded with chains and 
frequently beaten with cruel severity. 

BlK Kumber' Contract^::, 'yi^i^^ 
Tacoma, Dec. '1207— President C. W. 
Griggs, of the St. Paul and Tacoma Lum- 
ber company, to day, closed a contract for 
4.'),000,000 feet of lumber to be delivered 
during tho next eighteen months or two 
years. It is one of the largest contracts 
ever made in the Northwest. Griggs will 
not say where the lumber is to be used, but 
denies that it is for the iise of any railroad 
company. 

Contraband ChlncHC nnd UooiIm. 

San Fhancisco, Dec. 20.— United States 
Marshal Thomas R. Brown, of Tacoma, ar- 
rived here early yesterday, over tho Cali- 
fornia & Oregon with. 24 Chinese in charge. 
The prisoners were immediately put aboard 
the steamer Bel^io to be returned to China. 
Sonie of the Chinese bad sneaked across the 
boundary at Blaine to Woolley and other 
places in the woods, while others came 
across in boats manned by professional 
smugglers. Three of them ■ were captured 
at the time of the collesion between the 
United States customs ofliciuls and a deputy 
sherifl", which ended in the death of the lat- 
ter. The deputy charged that the United 
States ofhcials were members of a gigantic 
Chinese and opium smuggling ring, but 
though the tragedy resulted, the matter has 
been hushed up. 

" There is a largo amount of Smuggling 
in the Northwest. It seenia to increase 
rather than diminish, and of the arrests 
that are made they are only a tithe of what 
should be made," said Marshal Brown. 
"The trouble is, there is nothing like 
enough men and boats to guard the fron- 
tier, a distance of .'300 miles. Wo cannot, 
with our present force, watch a quarter, nor 
a tenth, of puoh a region. On PugetSound, 
the United States has just one boat, the 
revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott. She is very 
old, slow of movement and generally obso- 
lete. At best, she can't make over seven 
miles an hour. She has no show alongside 
of the fleet craft, laree and small, that ply 
in the waters of the Sound under the smug- 
glars' guidance. What the government 
should do is to put more men on the north- 
ern boundary, and a fleet of fast cruisers on 
the Sound. The way it is now little can 
be done." 

[SninllDOX on (he Pckln. 

San Francisco, Dec. 20.— Tho Pacific 
Mail steamship City of Pekin arrived, to- 
day from Yokohama and Hongkong. She 
reported smallpox on board, and was 
anchon&d in quar'intine. The' cases proved 
to be two in number, both being in the 
steerage. One was Mate Jam^s McDonald, 
of the sealing schooner J. Hamilton Lewis, 
which was seized by Russians for poaching. 
Captain Alexander McClaine and five of the 
crew of the schooner were returning on the 
Pekiu. Tho other smallpox patient was 
named M Grinstcad, also in the steerage. 
The Pekin brings no news of importance. 
In her cargo are bales of silk valued at 
S2,000,000. A special meeting of the 
Board of Health will be held to-morrow to 
decide whether the passengers and silks 
can be landed at once. 

DurheNH of Murllinrnush Sued. 

!Nkw York, Dec. 20. — John Mason has 
brought action against the Duchess of Marl- 
borough and others to set aside the agree- 
ment by reason of which the contest over 
the will of tho Duchess' former husband, 
Lewis C. Hammeraley, "vaa withdrawn. 
Mason states that the terms of the settle- 
ment wero that contestants should bring no 
action against the Duchess concerning the 
estate during her lifetime. Out of the 
moneys she received from the unencun.hered 
real estate contestants were to receive $101,- 
607, payment nf which was secured by a 
policy of §102,000 on her life. PfainlilT 
says hn declined to sign the ngraement until 
assured that all the contestants would re- 
ci'ive a like amount. Uo has since learned 
that James K. Maaon declined to sign tho 
agreement, but that approval was subso- 
quently secured by tho payment of §30,000. 
Uo wants tho agreement set aside, the will 
contest , argued and an accounting of all 
moneys the Diioheaa haa received aince the 
egroument was made.

IDEAS OF AMERICA.- 



roHHloiiH of the I'cagiintry 
Al>out Tlil» Country. 
Americans wlio leave the Ijeateu 
trades of travel in Genniiny iiro always 
objects o£ more or less interest to the 
people. Thoro is the o.uriosity due to 
the great distance that the visitors have 
coine from, and, hesidos, a German who 
has not a relative or at least a friend in 
this country is a rarity. The traveler 
is asked all Icinds of questions about 
the United States, and often a most la- 
mentable ignorance is displayed by the 
Germans about the distant country. 
A case in point 'i.s related by a New 
■Yorkor who spent some time last sum- 
mer, in a village in Ilanovor, at some 
distance from a railroad, says the New 
York Tribune, lie was visiting a physi- 
cian whom ho had met at Herliu in the 
■university days of botli of them. 

One afternoon the physician, accom- 
panied by his friend, drove to a farm- 
house to 'visit a'sick \oTiiM!:^i'iWhen":hc!' 
alighted the American remained in the 
vehicle. In the course of hi:5 c-idl the 
physician happened to mention that 
his companion was from the United 
States. As they drove dway an old 
woman rushed out of the house, gesticu- 
lating wildly and calling on them to 
stop. ; They did this, and she ran up all 
out of hreath, shouting: 

"How is my .son? lie is in America." 
She did not hear of the New Yorker's 
uVtionality until after thi; phy.sician 
left the house, and ran to make inquir- 
ies about her son, who had been in 
America for fifteen "j'cars. The poor 
woman hadVi^TO^ ., nor word from .or 
nbout him for several years. She 
thought, of course, that every one in 
America know every one else tliere. 
Tlio foreigner had much ditlieuUy in 
explaining thafhe liad never heard of 
her son, who was in Minnesota when 
he wrote his last letter. For some time 
the 'Igpod'-" jwoman believed .that the 
, New Yorker was an impostor who did 
not come from America at all. 

JARGON OF THE GYPSIES. " 

TIio: K6nu»ny'ToilBaBVls',pcscoiiilc(l from 
th'o'Grcdtust of Anciciit 

It is because gj'psics of all lands 
wherever they go are Romanies, as 
they call themselves, and not French- 
men, or Hungarians, or Englislimen, or 
American, that they have always 
secTfied a mysterious race. They were 
looked upon in old times as sorcerers 
and magicians. JIany a poor gypsy lius 
been accused of magic for no better 
reason than was Esmeralda in Victor 
Hugo's novel, "Notre Dame dc Paris" — 
the gypsy girl who was killed because 
she liad a trained goat that could dance 
and play tricks. Even nowadays there 
lingers a mystery about the gypsies in 
their tents. 

It is this dirtere'nce, this mystery, that 
has set not a few scholars to the study 
of the Romany and his manner of life. 
It fascinated George Borrow, who went 
to wander with the wanderers and 
pitch his tent by theirs in quiet dingle 
or by the roadside; and Charles O. 
Lcland, who in all his travels, in ICn- 
gland or Egj'pt, America or Russia, luis 
given his first thoughts to the Romanies 
of the country; Francis Groome spends 
da.ys and hours "In Gypsy Tents"; 
Hubert Smith married a gypsy. It i.s 
not merely the Romany himself that in- 
terests these men; it is liis language, or 
jargon — for language it really is no 
longer. But the strange words the 
gypsies use, stringing them together 
with English phrases and expressions, 
are the surest proof of their Hindoo or- 
igin, saj's AVide Awake. Some con- 
btantly in the mouths of tliesc; shabby, 
sliiftless wandci'crs arc to bo found in 
the Vedas, the oldest sacred hymns in 
exisijence; others arc in [common use to- 
day in India.

Beulix, Deo. '20. — The view taken in 
ollioial circles here of the quiirrel between 
Franco and Bulgaria is that it will result in 
mischief. A dispatch was received, yester- 
day evening, from the Geman embassy at- 
Constantinople containing tlio substauoa of 
the protest made to the (Jnind Vizier by M. 
Cnmbon, Jreiich iimhaasiidor, in wliich M. 
Ribot, Frenoli foreign niinistor, accuses the 
Halgai'iun ( lovcrnnvent, beside tlie illegal c.k 
pulsion of Chudouiii, with insulting French 
Agent L^nel by setting a police watch upon 
his residence, and upon one occasion with 
arresting Lenel himself by mistake. Lenol 
appears to have been suspected of rendering 
assistance to Kusso-liulgarians. Bibot con- 
tends that the Porte must now insist that 
Bal^uria upologize and rescind tho order of 
expulsion ugniusl Chadouin, and thus wipe 
out, by public otiicial recognition, the in- 
sult |o the French agent. The Grand 
Vizier communicated . with the Govern- 
ment at Sofia, and in answer the 
authorities express regret that the incident 
hiid arisen, but declaimed that tboy would 
adhere to . Ibeir vright>.t6 .expel CbadouiD. 
The Balfiarian '..'agent 'at Gon8tBhtih6ple,"in 
a comniiinication addressed to the German 
and Austrian embasies, couched in the most 
cordial terms, asserts that his government 
has strong proof that the French rcsideuce 
huB been mude tho focus of plots against 
Slainbouloir, the Bulgarian prime minister. 
The opinion e.xpressed in diplomatic circles 
in Berlin is entirely against Ribot. It ia 
not expenled that he will venture to refer 
the dispute to tho Berlin treaty powers. 
He will probably bully Bulgaria in order to 
please Russia, and keep the quarrel stand- 
ing open until an opportune moment arrives 
for tile beginning of uctivo liostilities. 

Pauis, Dec. 19.— It \i stated th.at the 
minister of foreign ullairs lias declined to 
grant an interview to the confiiiential agent 
of prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who sent a 
messenger to France to explain the Chadou- 
ins all'air.

THE MOCK PARLIAMENT. 



[The Mdress In Reply to the Speech 
Prom tlie Tbroiie Vifforously 
Discussed. 



Punctually at 8 o'clock lost night, tlio 
members of tho Mock Parliament stood up 
in their seats to welcomo the arrival of the 
Speaker. There was a largo attendance of 
members, and before the House ' was called 
to order several new members were enrolled 
and introduced to the Speaker. 

As soon as the preliminary business was 
concluded, the debate on the address in re- 
ply to the speech from the Throne was con- 
tinued. 

Mr. J. R. Rutl)om (South Oxford) moved 
the following amundnieiit to tho address in 
reply: " That this House, though hailing 
any measure that would foster tho wealth of 
tho Dominion and be an earnest of opening 
tho markets of tho world to the wares of all 
nations, would regret the brin^juig in of u 
bill to place the goods of a foroinu state on 
a better footing than those within the Em- 
pire. The negotiating of commercial treaties 
will, as heretofore, ' be cheerfully left in the 
hands; of ^ the f Imperial , ministers of the 

Crow^'Mf^S'^^'fiS^'^'^^^ ^ ■ 

It'is ajs6,submitted tliat all disputes be- 
tween any one of Her Majesty's settlements 
with another power, would be best dealt 
with by the Imperiiil and Colonial authori- 
ties. 

In view of the heavy duties lying upon 
the Crown's niinislera, and of the great 
gains following from free play given to the 
thrift, enterprise and skill of Her Majesty's 
subjects in public works, this House would 
hesitate to lorward tho passing over to the 
State of any of the railways in the Domi- 
nion, or to further burden the exchequer. 

Willing to weigh fully whatever His 
Excelkiiey may deem meet to lay bi-fore it, 
tho House regrets Htr Mp.j'.-5:ty'a Ministry 
have withheld the drift of the changes, 
mooted in tho laws of divorce, the British- 
North America Act, and tho right of appeal 
to the Queen in Council. " 

In speaking to the nmondment, the hon. 
member reviewed the uddrets iu reply, and 
characterized it as a vague and unn.emiing 
document throughout. Ho took the iienis 
of tho amendment separately, supporting 
each clause strongly and foreshadowing the 
policy of the Opposition, which body he 
characterized as the exponents of progressive 
Conservatism. . - 

Mr. C. H. King (Picton, N.S.,) seconded 
the,;, amendment,' He made a vigo ous 
speech,' deBOuneing the policy of thu Gov- 
ernment and supporting every ulause of the 
Opposition platform. He spoke ut some 
length on the trade question, and ridiculed 
the idea of free trade. 

Mr. T. B. E. Mclnnes, Minister of the 
Interior, in reply lo the previous speakers 
deemed it his duty to put tho Opposition 
right on some sulijects ou which they seemed 
to have become liopelosaly mixed. H« d^velt 
on the nccissily ol Canada making her own 
commercial treaties without any outside in- ] 
terference. (Joiiig bick to the beginning of 
the century and tracing matters from that 
time ho showed how signally disastrous had 
been tlie treaties negotiated for Canada by 
Great Britain, and how tho only one in- 
stance of Canada negotiating her own 
treaties was a splendid succcsf. Ho then 
entered iuto the question of evolution, and 
demonstrated how tho Republican form of 
government had evolved itself out of tho 
darhnces of absolute and limited monarchy. 

Mr. A. S. McCandless (North Saanich) 
to'.ally disagreed with tho remirks of the 
last speaker. In a clear, concise argument, 
he showed how the reciprocal trade rirlationa 
advocated by Ihe Govornmcut were simply 
a cloak to ultimate . anu>ixation, to which 
they, if oarried'6utiwoui<iuudoubtedlylead. 
He made an able defencli of tho Opposition 
policy on the trade question, and quoted 
figures to show thiit the country was not in 
such a bud condition as the Government 
would have the people suppose. 

Mr. C. II. I'arUer, ilinister of Justice, 
(Halifax, N.S.,) rose and mado the most ex- 
haustive speech of the evening. He dealt 
fully with the trade question, the subjuct, of 
<livurec, and tlio present status of tho 
Dominion, outlining tliu stan!' his Govern- 
inent iiiteiuled to tiiko on tli(;se poiiila, and 
charactenz'ng his party na the party of 
pn gnas, tho party of euliglitenniont , and 
the party of reform. Ho drew a picture of 
the real vnluo to Cunada of tho nunufac- 
turing interests she had been tryii g to 
foster, and contended that it was all 
a mistake, and that tho country was 
an agiicultural and not a manufacturing 
region. He pointed out the evils of the 
urtificinl boundary, and the tariff wall bu- 
tween Canada and tho United States, and 
criticized severely tho uct of tho late 
Government and present Opposition, in 
preventing tho farmer from placing liis 
goods in their natural market. The 
.spnnkT on rtnuining his seat ' was loudly 
applauded. 

All. E. Lewis (Cowichan) moved the od- 
jcurnnicnt of the dobalo, and Mr. Gordon 
Hunter, Premier, tho adjournment of the 
House, both of which motions were carried 
uniinimnusly. 

Tho Ilousn then adjourned until next 
Monday night, j '
